ANTENNA CONSTRUCTION CLASS 


Raymond Gaschk, KD6BLS, will be 
teaching a hands-on antenna class 
starting on Saturday, January 30, 
1993. Preliminary plans call for 
the fabrication and construction 
of a 2 meter log periodic. This 
antenna was design was the subject 
of an article in the May 1992 
issue of 73 Magazine. A sample of 
this design will be available for 
inspection at the November 
Membership meeting. 


The antenna has 5 elements, 1s 
25.5 inches long, has a gain of 9 
aB, and a front-to-back ratio of 
25 - as: The antenna is easy to 
fabricate and construct, performs 
great, doesn't require any tuning 
if built to design, has a good SWR 
over the entire two meter band, 
and only weighs 1 LB! 


Construction will require some 
metal work; cutting, drilling and 
running threads with aluminum rod 
and tubing. The participant will 
need to have, or have access, to a 
hack saw, measuring tape, a die 
(size dependent on size of 
aluminum rod used for elements), 
drill or drill press, 3/8 and 7/16 
open end wrenches and #1 and #2 
Phillips screw drivers. 


We will need a minimum of 10 
amateurs to hold this hands-on 
class and class size will be 
restricted to a maximum of 20 
participants. Make your 
reservations early. If more than 
20 amateurs sign-up, then another 
class will be considered. 
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If your interested, then contact

The cutoff date for 
registration will be December 31, 
Lege. Once everyone is 
registered, Ray will order the 
materials and issue further 
instructions. The cost of the 
materials to build the 2 meter 
antenna is $26.

I personally took a 5 element log 
periodic 2 meter antenna on a week 
long Jeep trip to the John Muir - 


Wilderness Area last Summer. Its 
compact size and light weight made 
it ideal for field use. Its 


performance was excellent allowing 
me to access many repeaters in 
both the Bay and Fresno areas 
while traversing the Ersham Trail 
in the Sierra Nevada mountains 
above Fresno. On several 
occasions I carried the antenna on 
climbs to the top of 10,000 foot 
mountain peaks where reaching the 
repeaters on Mount Diablo with 3 
watts from a hand held was S-9.
